After watching (and at times suffering) the alleged 
idealism of the New Deal build itself to the world’s great- 
est bureaucracy, I am very wary of these public speeches, 
however idealistic in intent, about the plan for the after- 
war world. The reasons, to a practical, hard-headed busi- 
ness man are obvious. First, we don’t know who will be 
at the heads of the Governments of the various nations 
when actual negotiations start. Secondly, our experience 
with the treatment of our ‘statesmen at the Versailles Con- 
ference makes us wonder how these ideals, even if we held 
them after the war, would stand up under the able, prac- 
tical negotiating ability of the non-speechmakers. 

Human nature doesn’t change much and self-interest 
and national interest will again probably win out against 
the international idealists. But the mest important reason 
why I am wary about this over-the-horizon viewpoint is 
that we do not see the horizon clearly. 

Our first job and only job at present is to win the 
war. Our next job, and which is very important, is to see 
that we don’t lose for long our individual liberties which 
we gladly gave up temporarily in the interest of the war 
effort. 

Not one far-thinking American whom I have met would 
contribute one penny willingly, in taxes or by other self- 
abstinence, for creating a new order for Japan, or Germany 
or Italy, if at the same time he is to lose the great heritage 
of individual enterprise in this country. Our forefathers 
fought for this, even though the principles enunciated by

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WARTIME BUILDING 
WITH ASBESTOS-CEMENT 


By James McCawley 


James McCawley, as our readers know, is Secretary of the 
United Roofers Contractors Association and Editor of The 
United Roofer. Some months ago he was sent to Great Britain 
to study roof coverings in the blitzed areas. This article has 
been received direct from Great Britain and Mr. McCawley 
promises to supply others later on concerning his further obser- 
vations. 





Wartime conditions in Great Britain have served to 
revolutionize the manufacture of asbestos-cement ma- 
terials. The scarcity of lumber, steel and similar build- 
ing materials has resulted in an ever increasing number 
of asbestos-cement substitutes. 

Old materials have been put to new uses. For in- 
stance asbestos-cement pressure pipes are designed and 
normally used for the conveyance of water under pres- 
sure; their extended use in wartime is dictated by the 
need for economy in iron and steel. Their uses as a re- 
placement for timber and steel purlins, beams and stanch- 
ions has proved remarkably effective and is likely to be 
continued even after the war. 

Similarly shelves of asbestos-cement have been used 
to replace timber. Other uses for the material inelude 
cubicles for shower baths and lavatories, cisterns, tanks, 
vents, building blocks, soil pipes, ducts, cable conduits, 
hoods, canopies, floor tiles, decorated sheets, wall board, 
eontainers for buckets of water and a host of other 
articles of asbestos-cement manufacture. 

From the point of view of air raid precautions two 
pieces of equipment are interesting. The first is a series 
of boxes, made of asbestos-cement, designed to replace 
sandbags. This writer can vouch for the fact that sand- 
bags are an evil in themselves. The sacking material rots 
easily and the contents become a nuisance to pedestrians, 
not to speak of street cleaners. The second is an asbestos- 
cement container about four feet high designed to be 
filled with water for use in fire emergencies—but inside 
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the large bucket are eight small standard size buckets 
all automatically filled with water the moment the higher 
bucket with its contents is withdrawn from the container. 

Roof construction using asbestos-cement pressure 
pipes for a base on which to hang the roofing sheets is 
interesting. Such roofs have spanned structures from 10 
to 30 feet wide and have been used for huts, hostels, stor- 
age sheds, workshops and the wide variety of small span 
buildings essential to wartime needs. Larger buildings 
have been covered by multiple spans. 

The roofs are prefabricated at the factory and the 
application work on the site consists of assembly work. 

Tubular beams form the rafters, struts and purlins. 
Reinforced concrete connectors are used for eaves. 
Rafters and connectors and sheets are all drilled at the 
factory in readiness for assembling. One of the most 
satisfactory features of erection is that this cost is rela- 
tively small as the asbestos-cement structural units are 
very light and easily handled by three-men crews with- 
out need of hoisting equipment. 

One popular type of asbestos hut is the curved asbes- 
tos-cement hut, in which curved corrugated sheets formed 
in the shape of ares, are used for both walls and roofs. 
The resulting structure is a semi-circular hut which has 
shown surprising resiliency against attack by near hits 
of high explosive bombs and blast. 

Blast, which ordinarily strips roofs where there is 
any projecting feature, has merely shifted some of these 
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huts slightly off their foundations without injury other- 
wise to the structure. 

The need for small unobtrusive buildings, adjust- 
able to provide for all needs of an army is admirably 
filled by this simple and quickly erected hut. The sheets 
from which these huts are constructed are curved to a 
radius of 9 ft. and are 10 ft. long. Only two men are re- 
quired in the erection. 

The manufacturers suggest a base of conerete or 
wood, but from the writer’s own observation few of the 
huts are secured to solid foundations, perhaps because of 
the lack of materials, but also because a ‘‘floating’’ 
foundation is a greater protection from blast. 

Erection is simple. A side sheet is fastened by bolts 
to a board or concrete base. To prevent it from falling 
forward a trestle frame is built of a few 2x4’s. A second 
side sheet is fastened directly opposite and a crown 
sheet bolted to both. This operation is continued until 
the hut is completed. Where extra height is required, 
the hut can be erected on top of dwarf walls. 

A unique method of finishing the interior is prac- 
ticed. Sheets of flat, flexible asbestos-cement 8 ft. x 4 
ft. x th in. are prepared by nailing 114 in. x 34” bat- 
tens to the sheets on 2 ft. centres, projecting 6 in. on one 
side and stopping short 6 in. on the other side. The 
flexible sheet complete with battens is placed in posi- 
tion, pressed back to the curve of the exterior corrugated 
sheets and held in place by a temporary prop until the 
entire tier around the arch is completed and all sheets 
nailed at ends to the projecting portions of battens. All 
sheets are butt jointed and in some cases are covered 
with strips similarly sprung around the vurve and nailed 
thru the battens. 

This type of hut is easily the fastest erected struc- 
ture and probably for this reason has been extremely 
popular with the armed forces.

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M-123 (ASBESTOS TEXTILES) 
AMENDED 


Conservation Order M-123 concerning Asbestos Tex- 
tiles was amended on I*ecember 14, 1942. The amended 
order is intended to eliminate as far as practicable the use of 
asbestds textiles in non-essential items, and to reserve 
asbestos for use in the manufacture of Navy cable and 
safety clothing for the Army, Navy and essential industry. 
It is estimated that approximately 750,000 pounds of 
asbestos textiles will be saved for essential uses by the order. 


The order as amended prohibits any manufacturer, 
after the date given, from putting into process any asbestos 
textiles to make any of the following items: Theater eur- 
tains and scenery; vibration eliminators (except for imple- 
ments of war) ; gun covers; radiator hose (except for imple- 
ments of war); ammunition containers; fire stops in auto- 
motive vehicles, buses or trucks; conveyor belts (except 
for glass industry) ; heaters and heater accessories (except 
for implements of war) ; filter sacks for liquids; parachute 
flare shields; certain' clutch facings for automotive vehicles 
(except for implements of war); brake linings in width 
less than 2” or in thickness less than 4,” (except for imple- 
ments of war and except for B. L. M. A. Nos. 336 and 
341A). 

The manufacturer, however, may continue until Feb- 
ruary 1, 1943, the processing of any asbestos textile in 
process on the date of the amendment, December 14, 1942. 

The manufacturer also is prohibited from putting into 
process any asbestos textile for the making of laminated 
plasties and mechanical packing or gasket material of a 
grade containing a greater percentage of asbestos than 
the underwriters’ grade. The governing date for the 
mechanical packing or gasket material is December 14, 
1942, for plastics 60 days from that date. 

The order also contains.a provision limiting the amount 
of asbestos textiles the manufacturer can put into process 
in the production of oil-burner wicking. Inventories of

ORDER M-63 REVISED 


In a move designed to tighten import control of 
strategic materials, the War Production Board today 
announced a revision of the General Imports Order, M-63, 
effective on December 28. 

The revised order eliminates the exemption in favor of 
importations of List I and II materials under existing con- 
tracts. Previously, shipments on contracts which were 
already in existence on the date of melusion of a com- 
modity on Lists I or Il were permitted without specific 
WPB authorization. (‘‘ Asbestos, unmanufactured, orig- 
inating in Rhodesia or Union of South Africa’’ is on 
List II.) 

Under the terms of the revised order, no person may 
import, without specific WPB authorization, any com- 
modity listed in the order. Previously this restriction 
applied only to List III materials.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS 

Outside of the war production program, general busi- 
ness is facing a variety of obstacles and handicaps hereto- 
fore unknown. 

Difficulties in obtaining raw materials, or manufac- 
tured goods, transportation, delivery, are only a few of the 
many problems with which manufacturers and distributors 
of even essential goods are contending. 

In the asbestos line, while the greater part of asbestos 
products manufactured is covered by government orders, 
some divisions, particularly in the building materials end, 
see a slowing up because of limitation orders on construe- 
tion, or because much of the rush government construction 
work has been completed and the rest will probably con- 
tinue at a greatly reduced tempo. Naturally this statement 
does not apply to those products used in ship work, as that 
is increasing rather than decreasing. 

ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 

Shortage of space on steamers from Africa is respon- 
sible for the falling off of importations from South Africa 
for the past month. 

More Amosite and Blue Asbestos was imported in the 
year of 1942 than in the previous year. If shipping space 
is available this year, it is highly probable that our impor- 
tation of these types will exceed that of last year. 

All grades of asbestos are in very great demand, with 
Canadian Mines operating at maximum capacity. Prices 
are very firm. . 

ASBESTOS - MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Textiles. The demand in this market continues high, 
in fact, the outlook is, as one manufacturer puts it, ‘‘capac- 
ity production indefinitely.’’ 

Brake Lining. Total volume of sales for the month of 
November 1942 was lower than that for the corresponding 
period of 1941 as well as for October 1942. Sales for export, 
due to shipping conditions, also declined.

no indication of an early decline. Factories running at full 
capacity. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. While demand has slack- 
ened slightly, it still continues high, due principally to the 
fact that many plants, unable to obtain the high pressure 
types of insulation, are forced to use the low pressure types. 


Paper. This market is still going strong, with prices 
naturally firm under this condition. 


Millboard. Shipwork keeps this market at a high level. 
And there is some cantonment work also which is taking a 
fair-sized quantity of material. 


Asbestos-Cement Products. Shingles and siding of 
asbestos-cement are feeling the effects of the general cur- 
tailment of Government as well as private construction and 
the substantial backlogs of unfilled orders for all of these 
products, which existed two or three months ago, has been 
substantially liquidated. 

In corrugated asbestos-cement sheets the backlog of 
orders is still substantial, not as great as it was sixty days 
ago, perhaps, but still substantial. 

Demand for flat sheets, including wallboards of various 
types, has slackened off appreciably. 


In fact, the prospects for the sale of asbestos-cement 
building products during the coming year are none too 
bright, as they cannot be much better than prospects for 
general construction which we all know will be off consid- 
erably from 1942 and probably even less than 1941 and 
as low as 1940. 


Asbestos-Cement Pipe, however, is not included in the 
above statements, as that part of the Industry continues to 
show a good backlog of orders, with no lessening in sight. 

The above comments are made by various men in close touch 
with field conditions, and should therefore be close to the mark. 
If, however, your opinions differ, let us have your ideas of 
the particular markets in which you are interested. 


It would be well to read in connection with these comments 
the comments on the Building Market on page 28. 
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Building 


Construction contracts now indicated for 1943 should equal or 
better the volume of 1940, the latest year when peace-time activ- 
ity was predominant. This is the opinion of F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, after careful review of current curtailment orders of 
W. P. B. and of government estimates for 1943 activity. Such a 
volume would exceed somewhat the average annual volume of 
the twenty years 1920 thru 1939. 


In a joint statement prepared by Thomas S. Holden, presi- 
dent, and Clyde Shute, assistant vice president, which has just 
been issued, F. W. Dodge Corporation estimates the total 1943 
building and engineering contract volume for the 37 states east 
of the Rocky Mountains at $4,035,000.000, compared with an esti- 
mated $7,915,000,000 for the calendar year 1942. While the in- 
dicated decline is 49 per cent, it is pointed out that it will be a 
decline from this year’s record volume of all time. Non-resi- 
dential building volume is estimated to decline 53 per cent in 
dollar volume. The largest percentage decline in this general 
category is indicated for industrial buildings, but the estimated 
$900,000,000 for 1943 industrial construction is much larger than 
the volume of any peace-time year. Residential building is esti- 
mated to decline 44 per cent in dollar volume, and heavy engi- 
neering construction 47 per cent. 


Commenting on these advance estimates, the statement gays: 
“We believe these figures may safely be regarded as minimum 
figures. It is always the preference of F. W. Dodge Corporation 
in putting out advance estimates to err on the low side rather 
than on the high side. Furthermore, the estimates are being 
made at a time when all emphasis is being placed on curtailment 
of construction. It is quite conceivable that the process of cur- 
tailment may squeeze out projects which will later prove es- 
sential and may not fully provide for all the new needs that may 
arise during 1943. In particular, war housing needs are con- 
siderably greater than the figures shown in these estimates. 
While it is doubtful whether all the housing desired for im- 
migrant workers will be provided, there will be a constant pres- 
sure of new requirements demanding new allocations of materials 
for housing purposes. No relaxation of restrictions on non-war 
constructions appears likely. 

“In general, the number of very large projects (running into 
the tens of millions of dollars) is apt to be small in 1943, as 
compared with the numerous huge projects of 1941 and 1942. 
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The bulk of the year’s program will consist of moderate-sized 
projects; relatively few large industrial plants, cantonments, 
bases and supply depots; many new units added for expanding 
existing large projects.” 


Total valuation of construction contracts awarded during 
November in the 37 eastern states amounted to $654,184,000 ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corporation. This compares with 
$458,620,000 in November last year and $780,396,000 in October 
1942. 

Non-residential building valuation of $256,513,000 was 
$116,478,000 or 69 percent below October due almost entirely to 
the decline in the manufacturing building classification. Minor 
decreases of only a few percent were shown in the residential 
and heavy engineering groups. 

The decline from October is both seasonal and indicative of 
the effect of the government policy to authorize construction 
of only the most essential war projects.
